Beauties of Uie Dual System- 
M the timo the elections wcro coming 
on tbiB journal poiuted ont tho impoe- 
Bibility; dariug tho proBont year at 
least, of odo man satisfactorily dis-. 
charging tho double fanotions of a 
member of tho Local Legislature ana 
of tho Honeeof Commons. Ono 'Janus* 
politician was found i willing to accept 
that anamolons position— ho undertook 
to represent an important constituency 
in both Houses. After thrco days 
Bpont in making a laruontablo exhibition 
ol himself in tho local Legislature, he 
left suddenly for Ottawa. His local 
organ is now putting forth a herculoan 
effort to shield its mastor from tho odium 
which must inevitably attach to this 
yo\h\oa\ contretemps, and in doing so 
it has resource to tho stale trick of 
throwing. dirt (Ub staplo commodity) 
at its bettors, with tho hope of drawing 
public attention from tho lamentable 
failore of its mantor— on tho same 
principle that thieves start a firo or a 
light in order that thoy may with tho 
greator Bafety practice tuoir profession. 
The ohie point sought to bo mudo 
ogainst this journal is that it first urged 
this Janus politician togo to Ottawa, 
and then abusod him for going. The 
anBWor to this must bo obvious. With 
hia oyea open and in tho laco of timely 
warning, ho voluntarily accepted a 
doublo position involving double duties, 
duties which would require his proseneo 
here and at Ottawa at one and tho 
Bamo timo, Wo had, thorefore, a por- 
feot right to urgo tho importance of tho 
Federal duties and, when ho wont, con. 
suro the desertion of bis Provincial post, 
To be consured for neglecting eiJior 
was tho inevitablejjconBequoneo of ac- 
ceptance of both, and Deither bo nor 
his organ-grinder haBa right to complain. 
But ho occupies a position ovon lessjusti- 
ficablo than that. It was presumed that 
tho Dominion Patliamont would bo com 
vened about tho middlo of tho preseut 
month, in which event it would have been 
wholly impossible lo have attended tbo local 
LeKislatuio even for tbree dajs without 
neglecting tho session. It turned out, how- 
ever, that the Federal Varliamett would not 
ineot before the 11th April — about two 
months later. Under these cironrastanceB it 
would have been possible to bavo romnincd 
here ill the lBt April, by wbich timo the 
business of the local Legislature would, in all 
probability, be oompletod, und jot bo at 
Ottawa in ampla time for the work of the 
Federal Parliament. But what is tbo faot? 
On the 21st of February he sailed for Otta« 
we, knowing thct ho was leaving f ally a x 
weeks earlier than there was any neoessit? 
for — that is to «ay, unless, indeed, he goes to 
look after bis own privet} interests — possibly 
to arrango for another shipment ot Canadian 
butter for the especial benefit of his rural oor> 
Btitutentsl The pretense la set up that he 
left so oarly fearing the necessity of going 
by Panama on account of the soow bloekado. 
But hare, again, the defense complettl/ 
breaks down; for it was known in town thai 
the bdow blockade had beon raised and that 
jegular communication would be reeumcd in 
plenty of time fortbe opening of Parliament. 
It whs simply ridiculons to sappoie that tho 
snow blockade would last till April. Bat 
ytt in tho face ol all theeo facts, with the 
opportunity unexpectedly presented of st'end- 
jng the Bossioo ol tbe Iccal Legislature and 
then being in emplo time to attend the a;ssion 
of the Federal Parliament, with the Toriil and 
other important questions on the notice- 
paper, he turr.s his back upon his local 
duties and flies oQ'ti Ottawa it the very least 
six weeks before l'arlitimf;utary duties re- 
quire him to to ! '1'be story about the re- 
caption ol iuapurtant dispatches requiring tiis 
immediate presence at Ottawa is a more trick 
intended to -help a lame dog over the stile.' 
Tho attempt to throw the b'ame upon the 
looal administration for not having earlier 
convened the Legislature ib equally absurd. 
It has already been shown t'ia', late cs the 
Legislature mot, there would have been 
plenty ol time to attend its sitting. Bat if, 
as is asserted, the mooting of the local 
Legislature was purposely delayed fur more 
than a moLt'j Irom cccult motives, pray how 
doos it come that no it'unpt b»B been 
made on the part of the so«oalled Opptsitioc 
to mako good the assertion and expose tho 
motives? If such were really the oaea, wbot 
better ground lor ■fs.'tting the Ministry 
could potK bly be desired? Yit no att.mpt 
has been made in that dnectiou. Wo have 
had any umouni ol bluster and assertion 
betore the Legislature met ; but whe-i the 
legitimate opportuuity w.s presented th<s so- 
called Opposition luiiked, and the Minisiiy 
passed unchallenged oo lint Bcore. The 
ekedaddliDg politieiat/s organ grinder thinks 
it unfair lo be hi ting a rinin bulrndbis bud:. 
It is no fault of ours if Mr. DeUosmos Ins 
turned bis back on Brit ah Columbia. When 
persona leave homo even on thu mm: honor- 
oblo mission, t is not always possible, in the 
public iDtorest, to withhold notioe ol trans- 
actions of a otrlain Duturo; but when a pub- 
lio man wantoDly deserts Uih po;t of duty 
under the intst colorable pretense, dn<s tbo 
niero fact of his buck bo ng turned notes mr- 
ily imp(B3 reticence upon apublio jouroalil / 
I t:s only in the buck I hat sou,'.' people can be bill 
Tho Inevitible conclusion of tbo whole matter 
jo that Mr DeCoam'.e found it convenient to 
betit a hasty retreat Irom the scene ol complete 
discomfit uro and in order lo avoid tho dis- 
grace ol tho Cariboo Telegram cxpoic which 
places him andlin coiidjutor in sucli tin unenvi- 
ablelight before the public. Thrco dajsin the 
Legislature sifiicod to place the chief of the 
'Mnitea' /ton de combat, and in his caso 
discretion beeamo t io better patt of valor. It 
is quite natural that an attempt should bo 
mode to cover ignomiriotH detout and hasty 
jctreat ; but (ho public thoroughly understand 
the situation, and are in little danger of boinn 
blinded by the opaque exhalations of the 
ink-fish which has boon loft behind to cover 
bis ignoblo retreat.

A Lawyer Shot Dead iu Court by the 
Opposing Couusel. 

An unpleasant state of feeling has existed 
belweon General R. Davis and S M Meek, both 
lawyers of Mississippi, for some timo back, 
In last July or August theso gentlemen op- 
poared iu Aberdeen, Miss., on opposite sides 
of a killing case which was In courso of ex- 
amination before the Circuit Court of that 
place. Tho person under trial waa C Taylor 
Ball, who was charged with murder, Davis 
was defending the prisoner and MJck was 
prosecuting. It ia generally represented that 
Davis had what is forcibly called "a violont 
way" about him; whoroas Meek was,upon or» 
dinary occasions, nmoog the mildest of men — 
a modest obstrntlvo gentleman. He was in- 
sulted by Davis at that time, and folt much 
aggrioved. After that they never spoke to oaoh 
other. 

On Friday last, says tho Memphis Appeal 
of tho 7lh, they again met on the opposite 
sitlosofacaso in tho Court House of Colum- 
bus, Miss., when Davis, as usual, indulged in 
violent and oQ'ensivo language, and so 
irritated Meek that ho could stand it no lon- 
ger. He aiid : ''Dav'.i. 1 can't stand your 
browbeating any longer delacd youisilf." 
Meek jerked out his risiol and Davis pro- 
ceeded to draw bis weapon, bat wob too slow 
and was shot before bo had bis weopon ready 
for use. This was in the Uouri liouee.iri the 
presence ol tie Juilire and a full couri. Gen.
